Ilost of this morning and afternoon were taken up with meetings with comity officials 
in their offices and here, to straighten out a problem made by seme road work. (The crazy 
contractor raised and widened the road at the end of uy lone and made a dam so the water 
would not ruii off. We are on a mountainside, the lane drains a big chunk of it, the lane 
is -jCO foot long, so you can imagine wliat kind of ^ontcliartrain they created t ) So, I* vo 
little time and I folt x Siiould writs the sheriff first. I also felt ho should know 
somotiiing about the potential hazard to you. Host prisoners would iirobably not admit it, 
but the few wardens I've met £ilvays treated me decently, I've never taken advantage cf 
the trust of any, and those I've met liave in cvciy case discussed some aspects of the 
welfare of the prisoners in whom I was interested. In every case I was permitted to 
interview the prisoners in a private room and all were maximusi-s 0 c : uri ty jails# One, in 
Leavenworth, who wanted help of mo, was oven permitted a typewriter after I'd made the 
request and it was turned down. V/hat I'm saying is that not all wardens but those I've 
had experience with have been decent human beings. I was at one bastille once whan tlie 
guards wore 0x1 strike ana the prisoners made a sympathetic demonstration. Lidndt see 
anyone but the warden that day, but he gave me an o.k. to return as soon as breakfast 
was over the next day.
